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Astronauts receive red carpet treatment

Huron Township opened its arms and hearts wide this 
weekend in its reception for Apollo 15 astronauts. 

More than 10,000 adults and children, some in the arms of 
their parents, turned out to meet and greet Astronauts Col. 
David R. Scott, Lt. Col. James B. Irwin and Mag. Alfred W. 
Worden when they arrived in New Boston Saturday to {>ar“ 
ticipate in Huron Township’s first police and firemen’s field 
day festivities and parade. 

They arrived in police-escorted cars around 11:15 a.m. The 
community, bedecked in banners of welcome, flags of all 
sizes and crowds that began to gather before 8 a.m. greeted 
the astronauts. 

Also waiting to welcome the trio were government of¬ 
ficials, business and professional leaders and school ad¬ 


ministrators from not only Huron Township but from nearly 
all western Wayne County communities. 

The township’s first police and firemen’s field day parade, 
reported to be the second best in Huron Township’s history 
was held prior to the astronauts’ arrival. It took more than an 
nour to pass the reviewing stand erected on Huron River 
Drive near St. Stephen’s Church. 

The astronauts, who manned the fourth successful trip to 
the moon, made brief addresses to area youth and were 
honored guests at an elaborate luncheon in St. Stephen’s 
Catholic Church Hall. 

They departed for the National Aviation and Space Ex¬ 
position at Willow Run Airport, Ypsilanti after their New 
Boston appearance. 

The appearance of the astronauts in New Boston was due to 
the untiring efforts of Police Chief Christopher Maciolek and 
Mrs, Mary Lou Carey, township clerk. 


The field day was initiated by Chief Maciolek with an aim 
to bring about better and closer relations and com¬ 
munications with township youth. They made plans to get ^e 
astronauts to attend and were successful. 

The planned field day mushroomed into an event beyond 
the expectations of township officials. 

Chief Maciolek told the crowds jamming the area around 
the speakers’ stand that they were there for two great oc¬ 
casions to honor the astronauts and to participate in the 
township’s first police and firemen’s field day. 

Congressman William D. Ford, (d) 15th District, who flew 
in from Washington, was introduced by George W. Moore, 
township supervisor. 

Ford commended the astronauts on their space 


achievements and said they demonstrated the true American 
spirit at a time when “we need it very badly.’’ 

Astronaut Scott said, “New Boston may be one of the 
smallest in population, but it is certainly the largest in terms 
of enthusiasm. 

“I had to rely on many people to accomplish what we did. 
Teamwork is essential in every walk of life. As you grow 
older you will realize that you rely on many people,’’ Scott 
said.“We had to rely on thousands of people to make Apollo 
15 a success. You want to have your police and firemen take 
care of you when you need them, but you should take care of 
them.’’ 

Approximately 5,000 persons, many youngsters, crowded 
around the speakers’ stand to hear.

New airport plan won’t please area residents

Another plan for the ex¬ 
pansion of Willow Run Airport 
in Van Buren Township was 
presented to the county last 
week, but groups and 
residents already protesting 
the Wayne County Road 
Commission plan aren't going 
to be any happier with the 
second one. 

The new plan was outlined 
by Robert Pangborne, 
manager of the Willow Run 
Airport, to the Transportation, 


Industrial and Comrtiercial 
Development Committee of 
the Wayne County Board of 
Commissioners. Although this 
plan was completed in 
February, 1970, it was the first 
time it had teen discussed 
publicly., 


from the University of 
Michigan. 

The proposal described by 
Pangborne Friday was 
requested by General Motors 
officials of the University of 
Michigan, he said, and con¬ 
ducted by Landrum & Brown 
of Cincinnati, Ohio. 
Pangborne emphasized it was 
“not a master plan" or “of¬ 
ficial study" and has not been 


accepted by the U of M Board 
of Regents. 


lines, aircraft parking ramps 
and other considerations, 
Pangborne said. 

The road commission study 
had recommended expansion 
plans totalling $100 million, 
but James M. Davey, 
mana^ng director of the road 
commission, whiqh operates 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport, 
said the costs of both plans 
were about the same. 


Although at Friday's 
meeting he described both 
plans as “not comparable" 
and utilizing “two entirely 
different approaches," 
Davey said they would each 
require the same thing— 
elimination of about 200 
homes, the Van Buren 
Township Hall, Quirk 
Elementary School, and North 
Junior High School in the area 


bounded by Beck Road, 
Belleville Road, 1-94 Ex¬ 
pressway and Van Bom Road. 

Davey said the plan 
described by Pangborne 
presented several problems 
not encountered in the road 
commission plan, specifically, 
having to cross a county line, 
having to contend with greater 
development to the southeast, 
and running into a major high¬ 
way. 

Pangborne told the group 
that it was his personal 
opinion that “if Wayne County 
can present to the University 
of Michigan a workable, 
feasible plan, I will recom¬ 
mend letting the county 
acquire the airport." 

“I don’t think the university 
is enthused about being in the 
airport business," he said 
when questioned about how he 
felt the university would react 
to the offer. 


Pangborne pointed out the 
proposal has several short¬ 
comings, including the fact 
that there are no hangars or 
facilities proposed to handle 
in-bound freight and that it 
“puts the airport at the mercy 
of a private coproration." 

He indicated that phase two 
of the study would be a 
thorough land use study of the 
area. 


The proposal calls for the 
extension ol: runways to the 
southwest, instead of to the 
northeast as suggested by the 
road commission study. 
Estimated cost would be $30 
million, which does include 
cost of land acquisition, 
relocation of high tension 


The road commission 
submitted a proposal in 
February calling for ex¬ 
pansion of the facility in order 
to make it the world's largest 
air cargo airport. The county 
hopes to acquire the airport 


Longer hours approved 
for city pool rooms 


Neither plan could be ex¬ 
pected to gain the approval of 
local residents or groups 
protesting the airport ex¬ 
pansion plan, since both would 
require, according to Davey, 
the removal of homes and 
schobls.

Owners and operators of pool room establishments in 
Romulus have been granted longer hours of operation by the 
City Council. 

An amendment to the city’s Billiard and Bowling Or¬ 
dinance revising and extending the hours of operation from 
midniglit to 2 a.m. was approved by the council at its Sept. 7 
meeting. 

The council’s action followed an urgent plea made by Steve 
Elephant, owner and operator of Cue Corners, located at 
Ecorse RX)ad and Farnum Street. 

The amendment is the second one in recent weeks by the 
council. The ordinance had originally set the closing hour of 


pool rooms at 2 a.m. This was later changed to midnight at 
the request of some council members, but last week the 
council approved by a 5 roll call vote revising the closing 
hour back to 2 a.m. 

Council President Jimmie Raspberry felt the midnight 
closing hour should stand and voted against any extension. 

Elephant, who has operated his pool room for the last three 
years, reported to the council he has had no trouble with 
police in the operation of his business. He said the midnight 
closing hour would eventually force him to close down. 

He added that many of his customers have asked for the 
closing hour extension. There are eight pool rooms in the city 
and if any one has trouble it can close earlier than 2 a.m. 

Raspberry said he had received reports of police calls to the 
pool room and added he felt with crime as it is today, all pool 
rooms should close at midnight. 

Elephant told Raspberry the police calls were made by an 
area resident who complained of persons parking at his 
residence. , 

Councilman James C. Stewart stated “We have never had 
trouble in the three years he operated the pool room. You 
have more trouble at bars. You are not solving the crime 
problem by keeping the midnight closing hour." 

A motion to amend the ordinance by extending the mid¬ 
night dosing hour for pool rooms to 2 a.m. was made by 
Councilman William M. Oakley. He was supported by 
Councilman Edmund W. Bizek, who said, “We asked for a 
police report. It is good. I take into consideration that a lot of 
business from 12 to 2 a.m. is from airport traffic. I am willing 
to give him a chance."

What’s to happen 
after freeze lifted? 


In order to meet its financial obligations at 
various times throughout the year, the Romulus 
Board of Education has to resort to the only avenue 
open to it - that of borrowing money. 

Legally, two sources of funds may be borrowed 
against; a) anticipated state aid, and b), current 
taxes. 

The Romulus Board of Education has had to use 
both of these sources for the past three yeai^s. Loans 
against anticipated state aid usually are due on 
Sept. 1. of the next fiscal, while loans against current 
taxes must be paid by April 1 following the tax 
collection. 

Last week the Board of Education received bids 
on a $1,500,000 tax anticipation note. The funds from 
this loan wiU be used to release withheld checks to 
vendors and to meet payroll obligations. 


Most boards of education find themselves in a 
financial bind when school starts in the fall. A large 
number have found their operating budgets have 
increased from 10 percent to 15 percent over the 
previous year and most do not have any operating 
money to start the new school year. 

The solution - borrow money. 

Many districts do not receive any substantial 
operating funds until after the December tax 
collection. Those of you who have had to borrow 
money know that the interest paid on the loan is an 
important item. So it is with school district 
borrowing...it must also pay interest. 

The money paid out in interest means that much 
less for the instructional program. 


This brings me to the point of this article. 


The major question arising from President 
Nixon’s economic message to a joint session 
of Congress last week is what happens after 
the end of the 90-day wage-price freezze he 
declared Aug. 15. 

In accordance with previous 
announcements, he called on the Congress to 
enact a tax package that includes repeal of 
the 7 per cent excise tax on autos, a 10 per 
cent tax-write-off privilege on business 
investments and acceleration of 
already-scheduled individual tax relief by 
one year. 

The President said the tax package, 
already before the House Ways and Means 
Cbmmitee, would mean $3.2 billion in tax 
relief to individuals and a $2.7 billion tax 
incentive to business, and would open the door 
to 500,000 new jobs. 

But his announcement that he had no 
intention of extending the wage-price freeze 
brought speculation as to the potential 
impact on the wage-price inflationary cycle 
after the 90 days. 

He announced plans for meeting with 
representatives of Congress, business, labor 
and agriculture to discuss some other 
“system of wage and price stablization.” 

But he gave every indication that it would 
be more of a voluntary than compulsory 
nature when he declared; 

“Regimention and government coercion 
must never become a way of life in the United 
States, Price and wage stablization, in 
whatever form it takes, must be only a way 
station on the road to free markets and free 
collective bargaining in a new prosperity 
without war.” 

The Democratic-controUed Congress is 
challenged to place the interests of the 


country above partisan politics in dealing 
with the Republican president’s long;range 
anti-inflation and job-boosting plans. 

But the president, it seems to us, by 
announcing less than one-third of the way 
through the 90-day wage-price freeze that it 
will not be continued, has undercut much of 
his position of bargaining strength. 

With much of labor contending that the 
freeze has put some workers in a more 
advantageous position than others because of 
new contracts and substantial wage increases 
already effective, there will be “catch-up” 
temptation facing the disadvantaged at tiie 
freeze’s end. And the same will be true of 
those businesses caught with pices at lower 
levels than they believe are needed. They also 
will be tempt^ to “catch up.’” Economists 
are cautioning that, unless the government 
devises far-reaching preventive machinery, a 
wave of pent-up inflation will wash across the 
nation when the wage-price freeze ends in 
mid-November. Some predict that three 
months is not enough time to produce any 
long-range curtailment of the inflationary 
trend. 

The president, in effect, has bought time to 
combat inflatiort^nd increase employment. 
But further imaginative presidential 
leadership is needed toward action of a more 
permanent nature that can and will commanq 
effective support from the American public! 
labor and management, consumer anf 
producer alike. Otherwise an immediate! 
battle may have been won by a war lost. 

With the president’s announcement that th 
freeze will not continued, he assumes an eve| 
greater responsibility for providing 
needed “imaginative leadership” in the ant| 
inflation battle.

been offered. Voters, 
therefore, could vote simply 
on the property tax matter in 
either November this year or 
in Apinir 1972. 

■Hie proposed constitutional 
amendment would provide 
that the increase in the flat- 
rate tax, which would be 
necepry to pick up the costs 
of school operations, would be 
•self-executing so that there 
co^d be an equitable tran¬ 
sition from the property tax 
base. The tax on business 
would be imposed by statute 
but ©nactod conditionally prior 
to the public referendum. 

Under the compromise, 
voters woulc^be permitted to 
vote in November, 1972, on the 
constitutional amendment to 
switch from the flat-rate to the 
graduated income tax. The 
graduated tax, based on 
ability to pay, would be scaled 
to 13 brackets of income. Each 
successive bracket would 
have a basic factor which is 1- 
20th of 1 percent more than 
the previous bracket. 

The legislature would have 
the right to alter brackets but 
only under constitutional rules 
that maintain the same 
graduations and the 13 
brackets. The proposal for the 
November, 1972, elecUon also 
would provide for an escalator 
clause on the $1,200 personal 
tax exemptions to insure that 
the value of the exemption is 
maintained down throu^ the 
years. 

Hopefully, the compromise 


offer will end the deadlock 
over the plan. However, 
opposition to the graduated 
tax has been firm and it could 
stymie any Senate action on 
any or all of the tax reform 
proposals. 

An alternative would be a 
petition drive to put the 
matters on the ballot. If 
enough citizen petitions are 
obtained, it would 
automatically place the 
proposition before voters. 

llie House has voted to 
create a special committee to 
study nursing homes and 
their operation. Tlie special 
five-member committee will 
be appointed by the speaker. 
Its members will conduct 
their studies between now and 
the start of the 1972 session of 
the legislature. They will 
report their findings and 
recommendations to the 1972 
legislature. 

The committee will center 
its studies on laws relating to 
nursing homes which ac¬ 
cording to the resolution 
creating the committee, 
appear to require the 
reconsideration of the 
legislature. 

The resolution points out 
that nursing homes are 
private enterprises fulfilling a 
need of a largely public 
character, in providing 
convalescent care for the 
elderly and the ill. It notes that 
a substantial question has 
arisen as to the ability of 
nursing homes to offer 
adequate care for the elderly 
and ill within a range which 
the public can reasonably 
afford. 

It was stressed that it is 
essential to the welfare of the 
people of Michigan that 
adequate care be available 
and available at reasonable 
prices. Therefore, it was felt 
that there should be a review 
of laws related to the 
establishment and operation 
of nursing homes. 


In order to have operating money in September 
and save interest costs, the Romulus ]S)ard of 
Education is requesting approval from the Romulus 
City Council for the school district to participate in 
the summer tax collection. If approv^, this would 
not mean the school district would ask that all 
school taxes be paid at that time - just a percentage. 
This action may meet with disfavor with some 
taxpayers; however, it may be that most would 
welcome the opportunity of meeting a portion of 
their tax obligation in July rather than ^et hit with 
the whole thing at Christmas time. 

If the City Council approves the request of the 
Romulus Board of Education it would not become 
Elective until July 1,1972. If it can be worked out, 
though, it will mean a savings of several thousands 
of dollars in interest cost to the school district; 
besides the time and effort involved in negotiating 
the various loans.

Q. Isn’t there anyway to stop drug abuse by stopping 
production of any kind of drugs that get abused? 

Mrs. M.S. Livonia 

A. No way. After all, the term “abuse” implies that there is 
a good or legitimate use that is being improperly channeled. 
To implement your idea we would have to stop production of 
afi drugs for severe pain, of all general anesthetics, of all 
tranquillizers - and the list is much longer. 

Another problem is the fact that not merely drugs, but a 
whole list of other chemicals, are being abus^: such things 
as paint thinners, cleaning fluids, commerdal solvents for 
example. Some kids have tried to get high inhaling gasoline, 
and some have died in the attempt. Does this mean that this 
nation should have it’s transportation system come to a halt? 

What it means is that althou^ we should make every effort 
to control the production and distribution of substances - such 
as heroin - which serve no earthly good, we must address 
oursdves to the problem of educating our children and 
ourselves tclive in a world literally inundated with chemicals 
of almost every sort imaginable. 


Q. Isn’t it true that the really dangerous drugs are syn¬ 
thetic chemicals? A lot of kids I’ve talked to say that natural 
drugs like marihuana and mescaline are safe, or at least a lot 
safer than the other man - made chemicals. 

A. As in most falsehoods, there’s a small grain of truth in 
this idea. Agreed that marihuana and mescaline are safer - 
but only rdatively safer - than sythetics such as “speed” (a 
dangerous stimulant) or LSD (powerful mind-altering drug). 
But the concept begins to break down almost immediately. 
What about the semi-synthetics - naturally occurring 
checmials slightly altered by man? Should they be only half- 
dangerous? Considering that heroin is a classic example of 
this half-natural, half-sythetic category) the answer would 
have to be ‘No.”. 

It should be pointed out that one of the most dangerousand 
deadly adulterants used in drugs of abuse is the poison, 
strychnine. This drug is a natural substance found naturally 
in certain naturally - growing plants.

Ceramics, sculpture 
slated at Cranbrook 


A retrospective exhibition of 
works by two of the better 
known artists associated with 
Cranbrook Academy of Art- 
Maija Grotell, ceramist, and 
Carl Milles, sculptor-will be 
shown in the Cranbrook 
Academy of Art Galleries 
Tuesday through October 31. 

Exhibited concurrently with 
these works will be 50 masks- 
decorative, ceremonial and 
entertaining-in the new, 
permanent Young People’s 
Museum. 

Miss Grotell, internationally 
renowned ceramist, was head 
of the Academy’s ceramics 
department from 1938 to 1966, 
almost from the Academy’s 
founding in 1932. 

Her ceramics are virtually 
all vessels, which have been 
described as “powerful, 
secure and stable, yet they 
stand softly”. Her dazzling 
colors and “unequaled range 
of surfaces” make her vessels 
“confident and powerfully 
rhythmic”. 


Miss Grotell, said to be one 
of those responsible for the 
major change in the American 
pottery concept from one of 
production to that of an art, 
was born in Helsingfors, 
Finland, in 1899. 

Among the many prizes and 
honors she has received are 
the prestigious Charles 
Fergus Binns Medal in 1961; 
silver medal at the 1937 Paris 
International Exposition; and 
the Diploma di Colaborador at 
the 1929 International 
Exposition in Barcelona.

His massive yet graceful 
works, mostly in bronze, are 
decribed as possessing “a 
surface gentleness, a 


voluptuous calm which is 
soothing and relaxing, yet at 
the same time (are) as 
volcanic and deceptive as the 
calm of a beautiful woman”. 

Called a “scholar with 
reverence for the past’’. 
Milles’ sculptures often deal 
with Scandinavian folklore, 
mythology and Christian 
subjects.

A “cross country meet to settle which of the 10 high schools 
harriers are the best in the area?” 

Why not! 

That’s the question Jerry Szukaitis, Glenn’s energetic 
cross country coach posed yesterday. 

“It seems unfair to let the Western Wayne Invitational 
decide this outcome of the All-Area meet when some high 
schools which do not belong to this area also compete in that 
meet. 

“I feel, and other area coaches agree, that there should be 
a specific All Area meet, like that which the newspaper 
conducts for track, in order that candidates for the team are 
selected.” 

Szukaitis pointed out discussions with other area cross 
country coaches brought out the necessity for such a meet, 
that the controversy surrounding the final choices would be 
liminated, and that no coach would then have any reason to 
argue why his runner didn’t make the All-Area. 

“Last year some of the coaches felt we overlooked 
Szukaitis. “This meet would be a ‘final run*, and if the can¬ 
didate can make the grade, then, he’ll earn his recognition.” 

In the past this newspaper has co-sponsored the annual 
Western Wayne Invitational in cooperation with Wayne 
Memorial and Coach Dick Miller, the originator of the meet. 

That meet has served as the basis for our All-Area selec¬ 
tions. 

Weather poses problem 

However, in that meet, Taylor high schools as well as 
Livonia Bentley have participated and the final results were 
not totally “all-area. Some of the invaders captured berths 
that would have normally gone to area athletes. 

Therefore harriers, who weren’t among the first ten 
finishers, had to make the mythical team via a coaches’ poll. 
The poll usually and understandably reflected a coach’s 
prediction for a member of his own team...stirring con¬ 
troversy. 

An All-Area cross country meet, with teams from Wayne 
Memorial, Belleville, Glenn, Garden City East and West, 
Livonia Franklin and Churchill, RomiUus, New Boston 
Huron, Cherry Hill, Inkster, and Robichaud would definitely 
decide which of the boys would make it. 

“We feel if the boy makes it that day, then o.k. If not, then 
it’s just too bad,” said Szukaitis. 

We agree with Szukaitis. 

And will put the wheels in motion to get such a meet on the 
drawing boards. 

Such a meet should be run after the regular season - and 
that could cause a problem. The State Finals will be con¬ 
ducted the first week in November and most of the area high 
schools have set aside the second week for their league 
meets.

And it can get mighty cold in Michigan at that time.

Frank Merriwell, popular 
hero of the best-selling dime 
novels during the 1920’s 
returns to today’s book 
market in paperback and hard 
cover, according to its 
publisher. Smith Street 
Publications, Inc. 

Jack Rudman, publishing 
company president, feels that 
the ‘70’s are ripe for a timely 
Merriwell comeback. 

’‘Today’s times and con¬ 
ditions are very similar to that 
period when Merriwell 
flourished,” Rudman said. 

“Just compare the condition 
of the stock market, the 
Charleston, the Flapper, 
Beardsley drawings and 
Tiffany shades of the past with 
today’s market, free dancing 
spirit, mini, Peter Max and 
rebirth of many things, in¬ 
cluding Tiffany shades,” he 
added. 

The saga of Frank 
Merriwell is overwhelming in 
volume. From 1896 to 1916, 
Gilbert Patten, under the pen- 
name of Burt L. Standish, 
wrote 986 Merriwell in¬ 
stallments in Tip Top Weekly, 
a popular pulp magazine of 
that era. The stories were 
later rewritten and compiled 
in a total of 245 fascinating 
volumes The Maine-born 
author, who never attended 


college himself, died in 1945. 

Who was Merriwell? He was 
the hero of the age, a young 
man who succeeded in 
everything he tried, honestly, 
and generally in the face of 
heavy odds. 

He was an All-American, 
and the only civilian ever to be 
awarded the (Congressional 
medal of honor. Yet, he was 
the type who would rather 
keep his personal word than 
win personal laurels; wh({ 
would say nothing rather than 
‘rat’ on an adversary. He 
had a double-shoot pitch which 
curved twice on the way to the 
plate. On the gridiron, at the 
stroke oar, anchoring a tug-of- 
war or protecting a girl’s 
honor—he had no equal. 

The Frank Merriwell series 
is credited with having shaped 
much of what today is con¬ 
sidered the American Ethic, 
or the code by which ‘The 
Establishment” lives. In fact, 
Vice-President Spiro Agnew, 
last year publicly 
acknowledged a personal 
debt, saying that Merriwell 
had been a great influence on 
his life. 

In this year of the superstar, 
and the great-put-on, the same 
qualities of Frank Merriwell 
that appealed to an older 
generation, are beginning to 
appeal to youth.

REAP shares cost 


of pollution programs 


One of the programs of the 
United States Department of 
Agriculture that helps our 
nation’s farmers perform 
conservation work on their 
land is the Rural 
Environmental Assistance 
Program known as the 
Agricultural Conservation 
Progra m pri or to 1971. 

This program shares with 
farmers the costs of carrying 
out approved conservation 
and pollution abatement 
practices on their land. 
Specifically, it helps them 
with land treatment measures 
and structures to control and* 
manage water. 

Nick Smith, chairman of the 
Michigan State Agricultural 
Stabilization and 
Conservation Committee, said 
that watershed conservation 
and development work 
benefits everyone. 

Reduced to its simpler 
terms, a watershed is an area 
of land from which water 
drains towards a single 
channel so every home, farm, 
lot in every town or city is 
within the natural boundaries 
of some watershed. 

Small watersheds are 
natural, social, and economic 
units suitable for community 
development and 
conservation of water, soil 
i^oodland and related 
resources especially 
including wildlife. Such, 
development involves 
individual farmers and 
woodland owners who own or 
control the agricultural lands 
that constitute the headlands 
of a watershed. 

Voluntary cooperation of 
these landholders in proper 
management of land is 
essential to the success of 
watershed conservation and 
development programs. 

Smith said that assistance 
obtained through REAP cost¬ 
sharing is authorized only for 
needed farmland conservation 
work property installed. 
Conservation measures 
out on individual farms 
contribute to the total 
conservation accomplishments 
within the watershed where 
they are located. 

Many farmers use REAP 
cost-share assistance along 


with their own resources to 
help advance the progress or 
organized watershed work 
and to accomplish more 
needed watershed 
conservation at a faster rate 
than would be possible using 
their own resources alone. 

This upstream work on 
farmland has many 
downstream benefits. 

Erosion control on the 
uplands keeps sedimentation 
to a minimum, protecting 


streams and reservoirs from 
choking and pollution. Holding 
water on the land keeps our 
water supply cleaner. 

Also, a major contribution 
to flood prevention is 
accomplished by holding 
water on the land and keeping 
creeks and rivers within 
normal channels. USDA 
has estimated that it is not 
uncommon for the cost of 
removing a unit of sediment 
from roads, reservoirs and 


harbors to be twenty times the 
cost of keeping it in place on 
the land. 

Smith said that under the 
1970 AGP alone, about $19 
million of cost-sharing was 
invested on 98,000 farms in 
Public Law 566, pilot and flood 
prevention watersheds. 

About $235 million of AGP 
farmer’s own funds, was 
invested in these watersheds 
during the sixteen years 
1955-1970.

Funds approved 
for state police 


Michigan State Police have 
been advised that $41,000 in 
federal funds has been ap¬ 
proved and released for the 
third year of the department’s 
operation of its hdicopter in 
police traffic services, Col. 
John R. Plants, director, 
reported. 

The sum covers the federal 
grant period from July 1 this 
year dirough next June 30. 
The grant period of three 
years began in 1969. 

Tbe department received 
$172,800 for its first year of the 
Tielicopter proiect, which 


included about $135,000 for the 
purchase of the craft from the 
Fairchild-Hiller Corp. 

The second year federal aid 
amounted to $32,400. Total 
federal funding for the three- 
year period is $246,200. 

Arrangements for the 
project and the financing were 
handled through the Michigan 
Office of Highway Safety 
Planning, whose director is 
Noel C. Bufe, and which is a 
division of the State Police. 

After the federal assistance 
ends next year, the costs of the 
helicopter operation will be 


borne entirely by the 
department. 

The State Police helicopter 
in the first seven months this 
year logged 463.4 hours in 
police traffic services. This 
included participation by the 
helicopter unit in the issue of 
$!i,313 summonses for traffic 
violations, 13 assists to 
motorists, and the location of 
75 abandoned vehicles. 

The helicopter in the 
calendar year 1970 logged 837 
hours and 83,775 miles in 
operations which included 
police traffic services as 
required under the federal 
grant.
